SHOT W HILE ASLEEP. 
A Cisne of Negroes A ttacked During Thair 
Slum bar 


B irm in g h a m , Ala., F e b .' / .—An u :- 
provoked slaughter of negroes by a 
mob occurred Friday night at Carbon 
H ill coal mines in Walker County, forty 
m iles w est of this city. 
A 
mob of 
armed w hite men surrounded a cabin 
where nine negroes 
were 
.sleeping 
and 
w ithout 
w arning 
opened 
fire 
through 
the doors 
and 
windows. 
The negroes 
sprang 
up 
in 
w ild 
alarm at the first volley, but in a 
few moments all of them were lying 
on the floor dead or wounded. 
There 
was no chance of escape. 
Four were 
killed outright 
and 
the 
other five 
wounded, three of them , it is thought, 
fatally. 
As soon as their bloody work 
w as done the mob dispersed, and so far 
none of them have been arrested or 
identified. The nine negroes had taken 
the places of the striking w hite miners in 
the Carbon H ill m ines during the recent 
strike, and when the strike was settled 
the company would not discharge them. 
The affair created intense excitem ent 
at the mines, and more trouble is ex­ 
pected. 
The officers of the company 
say they w ill protect their m iners w ith­ 
out regard to color. 
The white miners 
are very bitter toward the negroes, and 
the latter are fully aroused by the 
butchery. 
Sunday m orning the mayor of Carbon 
H ill wired Governor Jones at M ont­ 
gomery asking for troops to help pre­ 
stig e the peace. 
Several m essages 
passed betw een the tw o officials and 
Sunday afternoon the Governor ordered 
the Birmingham Rifles and Jefferson 
Volunteers of this city to proceed to 
Carhop H ill on a special train. 
The 
tw o com panies left here at 7 o ’clock. 
The special train w ith the m ilitary 
on board arrived at Carbon H ill at 10:30. 
The troops were joined en route by the 
sheriff of the county, who knew noth­ 
ing of w hat had occurred during the 
day to cause the m ayor to call out the 
troops. 
A telegram from a member of 
one of the com panies said they had not 
learned w hat the situation was. 
They 
heard one report to the effect that only 
one negro had bjen killed Sunday. 
There w as no one at the station to m eet 
the troops and explain what they were 
expected to do. 
Dispatches from Car­ 
bon H ill late at night reported every 
thing quiet since the arrival of the 
troops. 
The men who were defying ar­ 
rest have announced that they w ill sur­ 
render to the sheriff to-day.

L ist year the Wisconsin Teachers* As­ 
sociation appointed a oommittee consist­ 
ing of J I bort Salisbury, president of the 
Whitewater Normal school,and William 
H , Chandler and Warren D. Parker, to 
argo upon the legislature the enactment 
of a ! w establishing a state eohool for 
fee ie-m inied children. The oommittee 
have made a somewhat elaborate report 
which contains faots and fignres of mnob 
value. 
It ie a/aot that Wisconsin is the only 
state in cli the northwest, admitted since 
the besmiling of 1890, which makes no 
provision for its feeble-mindedchildren, 
It is estimated that there are no less than 
2,GOO of such children iu Wisconsin, the 
number ten yeara ago being nearly 2,000 
Several efforts have been made at vari­ 
ous times to establish such an institu­ 
tion, but misfortunes have always over­ 
taken them. 
In 1837 the legislature 
passed a bill appropriating 830,000 for 
Ruch a school, but Governor Husk wish­ 
ing to cut down the appropriations of 
tb<ft year to a limit, suggesting “ wise 
economy,” vetoed the bill. 
It is just as important that the feeble­ 
minded children should be educated as 
that tip bima cr the deaf should receive 
instruction at the expense of the state. 
Wisconsin expends annually about $80,- 
000 for the education cf the blind, deaf 
and dependent children, but not one 
dollar has ever been set apart for the 
benefit cf the feeble-minded to whom 
the state owes fully as much sympathy 
and support as it does to any other class 
of unfortunates. 
There are sixteen institutions training 
the feeble-minded youths in this coun­ 
try, and they are doing marvelous things 
in that direction. The first school of 
the kind established in the United States 
was at Barre, 
Massachusetts in 1818. 
One 
cf 
the 
idiots 
graduating 
from the Illinois institution,accumulated 
property to the amount of $10,000. An­ 
other from the Pennsylvania 
school 
learned a profitable trade and made a 
good soldier in the civil war. Another, a 
graduate irom the Massachusetts school, 
whose idiocy was regarded hopeless, be­ 
came a first mate on a steamer plying 
between Boston and Liverpool, and has 
en lntiristm g family. There are scores 
of Bish cases, bat these named will serve 
to illustrate the importance of such 
school?. 
It is hoped that the present lesielature 
wiil enact a law establishing a school for 
the idiotic 5 oath of the state. Their ed ­ 
ucation is a pre et aal thing, and ii should 
not bd neglected.

I am so thoroughly convinced that 
electricity is the coming power for 
street railways (except heavy grade, 
where the cabio is best suited), and 
that it will prove effective as a means 
of rapid transit in cities, that I believe 
this is the last convention that will ever 
seriously consider horses for the opera­ 
tion of street railways. When the peo­ 
ple of a city clearly understand the 
great benefit* of rapid transit by elec­ 
tricity or other improved motive power 
over horses, they will demand that 
their city authorities grant such rights 
as will enable street railway companies 
to operate 
by the most 
improved 
methods. 
Heretofore street railway securities 
have been looked upon with favor by 
the financial world. 
However, since 
they have been operated by electricity, 
the financial men of tho country are 
looking to its development and appli­ 
cation to street railways as an addition­ 
al reliable security for the investment* 
of savings and trust funds. This should 
encourage street, railway companies to 
give Their various cities the most im­ 
proved and best possible service. They 
w ill, not-only please their patrons, but 
the investment will prove very profit­ 
able. 
If street railway companies -do 
this no better security can be offered 
for *the savings* of the widow and -or­ 
phan than a good street railway bond 
in a thriving city. 
P eoplehave not yet begun to realize 
what an im m ensely'important ..factor 
the.increase of speed in city traveTmay 
become. 
It has been founds that in­ 
creasing the speed of the cars a given 
percentage inevitably increaser the pa­ 
tronage in nearly the same ratio, while 
the operating expenses are increased 
by a very small fraction of this percent­ 
age.
